Monday ’ n drop of 28.67 points was the 
worst day for the Dow Jones average 
in ll years. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials, used widely as an indicator 
of general market trends, fell Monday 
to 862.66, the fifth largest daily drop in 
its history. 


It was the blue chip indicator’s 
biggest single-day loss since May 28, 
1962, during a confrontation between 
the major steel companies and Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy. It dropped 34.94 
[Hunts on that occasion. 
I'lie broader based New York Stock 
Exchange index of 1,500 common 
stocks fell 1.72 to 53.76, its steepest 


single-day decline since its inception iii 
July 1966, 
Analysts said a further indicator of 
tilt* broadness of the decline was that 
an extraordinary amount of New York 
Stock Exchange issues 
1,404 
lost 
ground, compared to only 198 making 
advances during tilt* trading session. 
"This energy crisis is very hard to 
quantify and investors are uncertain 
about it,” said Alan Shaw of Harris, 
Upham & Co. “ No one knows whether 
it means an all-out recession or wor­ 
se,” 
Analysts said another factor in the 
major decline in the market was that 
the institutions 
hanks, insurance 
companies and mutual funds 
which 
dominate it generally stood aside 
during the energy crisis uncertainties 
and did not trade.

Analysts rioted that economists have 
said that reductions in the amount of 
energy Available in this country could 
have significant negative effects on the 
Gross National Product.

Y'. Remembrance Of JFK Things 


NEW YORK, Dave Powers, who 
rated him up there among the latter 
day saints, remembered some tough 
and tender things about .JFK as the 
tenth anniversary of the assassination 
drew near. Next to Bobby, Dave was 
the President’s closest confidante. 
“ Everybody 
remembers 
his 
Inaugural speech, you know the 
business about ‘Ask not what your 
country can do for you,’ ” Dave said. 
“ Hut I think he made an even better 
one when the University of Maine gave 
him an Ll.D. in October, 1963. It was 
the first anniversary of his showdown 
with Khrushchev over the Cuban 
missiles. He was a real authority on 
history, as you know, and on this oc­ 
casion his thoughts went back to a 
small but terrible dialogue between 
two forgotten German chancellors, 
Prince Bernard Bulow and Bethmann- 
Hollweg. 
“ In the ruins of World War I, Bulow 
is supposed to have asked Bethmann- 
Hollweg, ‘How did it happen?’ and the 
only reply the other fellow could give 
was ‘Ah, if anyone knew . . .’ At the 
university exercise, the 
President 
said, in effect, ‘If we had gone to war, 
300,000,000 might now be dead in the 
United States, the Soviet Union and 
Europe 
all killed in a senseless 
exchange of thermonuclear bombs 
over a period of 60 minutes. Nothing 
could have been worse for those who 
might have had a hand in that war than 
to hear a survivor of that chaos, fire 
and poison ask How did it happen?’ 
and another answer, Ah, if anyone 
knew 
Powers 
shared 
the 
young 
President’s troubled times. 
“ I wasn’t in on the meetings of the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Security Council during the Cuban 
crisis, naturally, “ Dave remembers. 
“ But he’d tell me how they were 
coming along . . . who was for bombing 
the missile sites, who was for bombing 
followed by invasion. 
“ One day we were having our swim 
in the White House pool, always kept at 
!H) degrees to help his bum back. Funny 
place to hear what he was saying. He 
was saying, ‘We can’t bomb those 
missile sites. They’re operated by 
Russians, not Castro’s people. If we 
bombed Russians, it would be an en­ 
tirely new ball game.’ ’’ 
“ It didn’t come out in his public 
remarks, but he had a big thing about 
kids . . . Not only his own but kids in 
general. Any time he talked about war,

Miss K. N., Pa. 
Dear Miss N.: 
It sounds as if your father is hiding 
from himself, from you, and from his 
doctor the fact that he has an ulcer of 
the toe. He is playing with dynamite if 
he continues to neglect this condition. 
Applying salves, ointments, and 
covering the ulcer are merely playing 
ostrich, and this neglects finding the 
underlying cause. 
In 
older people, 
particularly, 
varicose veins, diabetes, blood clots, 
arteriosclerosis, and neurological 
disorders can be responsible for ulcers 
of the toes. 
The failure to heal is particularly 
dangerous because poor circulation, 
compounded with infection, may cause 
gangrene and desperately severe 
complications. 
The healing of any ulcer depends on 
increasing the blood circulation. This 
can be done only if the underlying 
factors are removed. 
Tobacco causes spasm of the blood 
vessels and, in sensitive people, may 
be responsible for the failure of ulcers 
to heal. Many of these ulcers originate 
with an injury, a break in the skin, or 


by paring a corn or callus. 
It is imperative that you induce your 
father to sensibly seek the medical 
attention he urgently needs.

NEW YORK (A P ) — The question no 
longer is whether or not there is an 
energy shortage. There is. The con­ 
troversy now, at least among econo­ 
mists, concerns our reaction to the 
shortage. 
The answer is a critical one because 
the assumption made dictates the 
action advocated. It is here that the 
pros, who generally agree that the 
country will soon be flirting with re­ 
cession, go their separate ways. 
W alter Heller, former Kennedy 
administration economic adviser and 
now a University of Minnesota 
professor, disagrees with Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shultz, 
who 
believes the public is over-reacting. 
“ Over-reacting? Indeed not,” said 
Heller. “ The energy shortage could 
actually convert a mild economic 
expansion into something that looks 
like a recession.” 
Milton Friedman of the University of 
Chicago, an advocate of free markets, 
a Republican and a forecaster of 
recession even before the Mideast oil 
embargo, believes the nation has 
“ enormously 
exaggerated” 
the 
shortage. 
Total crude oil consumption costs $40 
billion a year, he explained. The an­ 
ticipated shortfall of 10 per cent 
reduces that by $4 billion, or just four- 
tenths of 1 per cent of the nation’s 
gross national product. 
And yet, he adds, “ the stock market 
has been saying a reduction of four- 
tenths of 1 per cent over the next two or 
three years reduces the value of 
American enterprise by 1 per cent. It 
makes no sense.” 
Friedman believes Washington has 
produced some of the exaggerated 
mood, “ because of the silly, foolish, 
arbitrary 
things 
they’re 
con­ 
templating.” He referred to rationing, 
taxing and the like. 
“ Simply allow prices to rise. Get 
Washington 
off the 
back 
of the 
economy. A 10 to 15 per cent price rise 
will eliminate the shortage as a 
serious problem,” he said. It will, he 
said, be an incentive to produce, an 
incentive to conserve. 
Paul Samuelson, the Nobel laureate 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, maintains that if there is 
a shortage of energy its availability 
should be restricted, but not in ways 
that would reduce incentives. 
One technique he believes should at 


least be considered is ration tickets 
that could be sold legally in a “ white” 
rather than black market. That is, an 
individual who chose not to pay high 
prices could sell his tickets to someone 
who urgently needed and was willing 
to pay for them. 
He would consider combining this 
technique with price increases for the 
producer and a retail tax, the proceeds 
going to public transit and research 
into the liquefication and gasification 
of coal. 
Leif Olsen, vice president and 
economist of First National City Bank 
in New York, believes the situation is 
exaggerated, although he too foresees 
a recession if the oil boycott continues 
more than six months. 
It is a severe problem, he concedes, 
hut he says some estimates of the 
consequences, such as 8 per cent 
unemployment, “ are just not real.” 
“ In order to produce 8 per cent 
unemployment in the second quarter 
of 1974,” he said, “ you’d have to have 
an annual rate of decline of 14 to 18 per 
cent in the first two quarters.” Nothing 
like that has happened in decades. 
Albert Sindlinger, the consumer 
opinion pollster, claims that despite 
what some administration officials 
might believe, “ the people are 
discounting what they see in the press.

of the toes. 
The failure to heal is particularly 
dangerous because poor circulation, 
compounded with infection, may cause 
gangrene and desperately severe 
complications. 
The healing of any ulcer depends on 
increasing the blood circulation. This 
can be done only if the underlying 
factors are removed. 
Tobacco causes spasm of the blood 
vessels and, in sensitive people, may 
be responsible for the failure of ulcers 
to heal. Many of these ulcers originate 
with an injury, a break in the skin, or 


by paring a com or callus. 
It is imperative that you induce your 
father to sensibly seek the medical 
attention he urgently needs. He is 
headed for trouble if he continues to 
neglect this most serious problem.

NEW YORK (A P) - The question no 
longer is whether or not there is an 
energy shortage. There is. The con­ 
troversy now, at least among econo­ 
mists, concerns our reaction to the 
shortage. 
The answer is a critical one because 
the assumption made dictates the 
action advocated. It is here that the 
pros, who generally agree that the 
country will soon be flirting with re­ 
cession, go their separate ways. 
W alter Heller, former Kennedy 
administration economic adviser and 
now a University of Minnesota 
professor, disagrees with Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shultz, 
who 
believes the public is over-reacting. 
“ Over-reacting? Indeed not,” said 
Heller. “ The energy shortage could 
actually convert a mild economic 
expansion into something that looks 
like a recession.” 
Milton Friedman of the University of 
Chicago, an advocate of free markets, 
a Republican and a forecaster of 
recession even before the Mideast oil 
embargo, believes the nation has 
“ enormously 
exaggerated” 
the 
shortage. 
Total crude oil consumption costs $40 
billion a year, he explained. The an­ 
ticipated shortfall of IO per cent 
reduces that by $4 billion, or just four- 
tenths of I per cent of the nation’s 
gross national product. 
And yet, he adds, “ the stock market 
has been saying a reduction of four- 
tenths of I per cent over the next two or 
three years reduces the value of 
American enterprise by I per cent. It 
makes no sense.” 
Friedman believes Washington has 
produced some of the exaggerated 
mood, “ because of the silly, foolish, 
arbitrary 
things 
they’re 
con­ 
templating.” He referred to rationing, 
taxing and the like. 
“ Simply allow prices to rise. Get 
Washington 
off the 
back of the 
economy. A IO to 15 per cent price rise 
will eliminate the shortage as a 
serious problem,” he said. It will, he 
said, be an incentive to produce, an 
incentive to conserve. 
Paul Samuelson, the Nobel laureate 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, maintains that if there is 
a shortage of energy its availability 
should be restricted, but not in ways 
that would reduce incentives. 
One technique he believes should at 


least be considered is ration tickets 
that could be sold legally in a “ white” 
rather than black market. That is, an 
individual who chose not to pay high 
prices could sell his tickets to someone 
who urgently needed and was willing 
to pay for them. 
He would consider combining this 
technique with price increases for the 
producer and a retail tax, the proceeds 
going to public transit and research 
into the liquefication and gasification 
of coal. 
Leif Olsen, vice president and 
economist of First National City Bank 
in New York, believes the situation is 
exaggerated, although he too foresees 
a recession if the oil boycott continues 
more than six months. 
It is a severe problem, he concedes, 
but he says some estimates of the 
consequences, such as 8 per cent 
unemployment, “ are just not real.” 
“ In order to produce 8 per cent 
unemployment in the second quarter 
of 1974,” he said, “ you’d have to have 
an annual rate of decline of 14 to 18 per 
cent in the first two quarters.” Nothing 
like that has happened in decades. 
Albert Sindlinger, the consumer 
opinion pollster, claims that despite 
what some administration officials 
might believe, “ the people are 
discounting what they see in the press. 
People were prepared for this.” 
Sindlinger’s continuous surveys of 
consumer opinion support his present 
view. “ I expected the energy crisis 
would really depress consumer con­ 
fidence,” he said. “ I expected a fan­ 
tastic decline, but we got an increase.”
